Subject: — Import of Dates (S. No. 21(b)/IV) from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other 
Persian Gulf Ports, excluding Iran and Iraq, during October 1964— 
September 1965 on annual basis, 

No. 100-ITC(PN)/64. —It has been decided to grant licences for import of dates 
from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other Persian Gulf Ports excluding Iran & Iraq 
•within the basic years 1956-57 to 1961-62 on annual basis i.e. for October 1964 
September 1965 licensing period. 

2. Established importers, who had imported this item from the above countries 
by sailing vessels within any one of the basic years mentioned above, may submit 
their applications to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay on 
or before the 1 5th of January. 1965 in the usual form and manner, complete In all 
respects, stating clearly the specific country from which they want to import, sup¬ 
ported by documentary evidence in respect of past imports of the said item from 
that particular country. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected finally 
and it may not be possible to consider such applications at appeals stage as celling 
earmarked for import of dates may not then be available. 

3 Import licences granted to the eligible established importers will be valid for 
import from that particular country from which they have past Imports. Licences 
issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 30th June, 1965 from 
the date of issue and will also be subject to the condition that not less than 60% 
of the face value of the licences is to be utilized for import of dates by sailing 
"Vessels and that the balance of 40% may be Imported by other means viz. steamers, 
If the importers so choose, at any time within th e validity period of the licences. 
The licensees should invariably return the licences to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned not later than the 30th September, 1965. 

4 No further extension in the validity period of the licences will be allowed 
under any circumstances. 

Subject: — Import of Float Glass against A.U. licences for Plate Glass (S. No. 244- 
IV) for the year April, 1964— March, 1965. 

No. 101-ITC(FN)/G4.— Attention of the importers is invited to remark (i) against 
S. No 244/lV-Sheet and Plate glass on page 261 in Appendix 4 to the current Red 
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Book in terms of which A,U. applications from Mirror manufacturers for Import of 
plate glass, Float glass will be considered by the port licensing authorities on the 
recommendations of the certifying authority. 

2. As Float glass and Plate glass are regarded as entirely interchangeable far 
use in the manufacture of mirrors, it has been decided that A.U. licences granted 
lor Import of Plate glass under the above provision for the current period will also 
be valid for the import of 'Float glass’,
